The main mine entrance, the 
Llewellyn portal, was filled with 
crushed limestone and the main 
slope was boarded with heavy 
tim bers and sealed with plastic.

cautiously optimistic that the 
seals w'ould control the fire, 
which began early Nov. 20 when 
a thundering explosion roared 
through No. 9, trapping the 78 
men. 
Twenty-one other miners es­ 
caped the inferno.

shows without question.” Cor­ 
coran told a news conference 
Friday night, “ that human life 
is not possible where the men 
would he located.” 
The sealing process, which be­ 
gan as Corcoran talked to news­ 
men. covers all of the mine'® 
openings and shuts off air flow. 
This move extinguishes the fire 
but also stops oxygen flowing to 
the men and m eans sure death 
if any are still alive 
Before the meeting with news­ 
men.

"It was terribly difficult foe 
them to accept the fact that all 
hope is gone,” he said, “ but 
being the kind of people they 
are. they have accepted that 
fact.”

His remarks are not in the surprise category 
aince his hook “ The American Challenge” is the 
source of much ammunition in the drive for Eu­ 
ropean unification. 


THIS DECLARATION by the Frenchman was 
reported by the New York Time.s: 
“ For too long the United Stales has been inc­ 
lined to assume all major re.spoosibilities in thv 
world, so it should be little wonder some coun­ 
tries began to behave like irresponsible chil­ 
dren. If you don’t want others to behave like 
children, you must cease treating our countries 
like children ” 
It would he a good idea for U S. officials to 
■ee that Mr. Servan-Schreiber is given addition­ 
al information for future lectures he may con­ 
duct in France and other countries. 
For instance, it might be helpful if it were 
pointed out one reason the United States has

Just as there are ten.s of thousands working 
at jobs that didn’t exist 20 or 20 years ago— 
such as in computers, electronics and spac« 
fields—there will be tens of thousands employ­ 
ed in water supply and pollution control Indus­ 
tries in ten to 20 years. 


At a recent seminar held at (Chicago by the 
Water and Wastewater Equipment Manufactur­ 
ers Association, it was stated “the best of to­ 
morrow’s brains will be needed in the water 
and ponutirm curb indu.stries if the nation’s 
economic life is going to survive, let alone 
grow.” 
The Federal Water Pollution Control Admin- 
tetration e.stimales 111,000 more professionals, 


technicians and operators will be needed In 
the next five years alone for water pollution 
control. 


The proper use and protection of the Ohio 
River, extension of water supplies into St. Clair 
Township, development of the Beaver Creek 
watershed without endangering the stream’s po­ 
tential are among the many problems facing 
authorities and planners in this area. 


The difficulty in solving these underscores 
the need for broad technical analysis of meet­ 
ing water resource and waste disposal demand« 
on a regional basis It is important not tmly 
that we come to grips with these problems 
row, but that we develop the public service 
staffs which can help us solve them in the 
years to oome The teclmician job benefits are 
just a part of the great advantages derived 
from having water available for community 
growth and indiLstrial expansion.

is sponsoring a (inference this weekend at 
Pikeville, Ky.. is an attempt to focus national 
attention “ on the un.solved and acute education­ 
al problems of Appalachia ” 
It is NEA’s contention t.be poor educational 
«y.stem in Appalachia Is typical of that in rural 
America in general which adds greatly to the 
urban crisis ttirough migration. 


THE NEA GROUP hopes to become a clear­ 
ing house of information for Appalachia’« 
.schools to inform officials of federal and foun­ 
dation funds available to educational sy.stems. 
It is viewed as a first .step toward elevating the 
education level. 
The holding of a conference i? a humble be­ 
ginning for such an eiwirmous task—but it is a 
beginning. 
If NEA can gamer sufficient support to even­ 
tually pull off the all-important upgrading, it 
will be giving rural America’s poor a break 
while shutting off one source of pressure on 
the urban crisis 
It is a wOTlhy goal.

Agam and again, it has been evident 
that, through control of a few cities bv political 
bosses or machines, a decisive influence can be 
exercised. 
In the 1936 presidential election, for iastance, 
the vote in only nine cities in the North and 
West was enough for the democrats to swing all 
the electoral votes of those states. 


Together with the electoral votes of the then 
“ solid South,” this would have enabled the 
democratic candidate to achieve a majority in 
the electoral college without carrying any other 
state.

FOR SEVERAL DECADES there ha? been 
dissatisfaction because the electoral votes of a 
state are awarded in their entirety to the candi­ 
date who gets the majority or plurality, howev­ 
er small, of the popular votes within a given 
state. Again and again, it has been evident 
that, through control of a few cities bv political 
bosses or machines, a decisive influence can be 
exercised. 


In the 1936 presidential election, for instance, 
the vote in only nine cities in the North and 
West was enough for the democrats to swing all 
the electoral votes of those states. 


Together with the electoral votes of the then 
"solid South,” this would have enabled the 
democratic candidate to achieve a majority in 
the electoral college without carrying any other 
state. 


Since the Democratic party has a strong bold 
on the vote in the cities — and is likely to be 
drawing also a major share of anv “ghetto” 
vote — it is possible for the people in the farm 
areas ans the suburbs in the North and West to 
be outvoted, and a national election won by the 
party which controls the big-city majorities. 


The plan which is generally preferred is one 
which would permit the casting of the electoral 
vote of each congressional district by the popu­ 
lar vote therein. A state would have one elector­ 
al vote for each of its congressional district, 
and two electoral votes which would be award­ 
ed on the basis of the statewide results. The 
electoral votes “ at large” would be allocated to 
the presidential candidate who won either a 
majority or a plurality of the state’s popular 
vote. 


Thus, New York State, which has 43 electoral 
vote*, would choose one elector in each con­ 
gressional district, so there would bo 41 votes 
decided bv the majority or plurality within each 
congressional district, whih two electoral votes 
would go to the winner of the statewide contest. 


There Is a feeling that an opportunity should 
always be given for third-party candidate did 
not have a congressional slate, and the voters 
thus were not able to choose either representa­ 
tives or senators of a third nartv along with a 
president in a national election. 


THE IMPORTANCE of party responsibility Is 
not generally recognized in electing presidential 
and congressional candidates. All members of 
the House of Representatives are up for elec­ 
tion in the mid term of a president, as well as 
In the year of a presidential election. 


The terms of one-third of the members of the 
Senate expire every two years, so that In a 
presidential year at least one-third of the seals 
of the Senate are being contested. 


Sometimes the people vote for the congres­ 
sional candidates of the party whose nominee 
for the presidency they like. Sometimes they 
split them tickets and choose a member of the 
House or Senate from one party and still give 
their ballot to the presidential nominee of an­ 
other party 


This tends to make party responsibility diffi­ 
cult to fix and produces coalitions between dif­ 
ferent groups or factions within a party. Cer­ 
tainly, if a third party enters the field, It ought 
to offer a congressional slate as well as presi­ 
dential and vice presidential candidates.

Hong Kong Flu 
Flares In Four 
Sections Of U.S. 
ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Hong 
Kong flu has flared in Colorado, 
southern Arizona, North Caro­ 
lina, Philadelphia, 
Pa., 
and 
Puerto Rico, the National Com­ 
municable Disease Center re­ 
ports. 
The center said Friday that 
tourists just back from Hawaii, 
including a group of 155 Stain­ 
ers, are believed to have im­ 
ported the germs into North 
Carolina. 
Dr. J. N. MacCormack, North 
Carolina’s assistant health di­ 
rector, said about 85 of the Stai­ 
ners who visited Honolulu in Oc­ 
tober were stricken and blood 
tests showed they had Hang 
Kong flu. 
The mining town of Bisbee, 
Ariz., reported an outbreak of 
the virus, and officials said 
school absenteeism was running 
at 60 per cent. However, the 
center said this outbreak was 
mild. 
Flu has hit the Air Force 
Academy at Colorado Springs, 
sending nearly 2,000 of the 3,400 
cadets to the infirmary for 
treatment. However, less than I 
per cent of the stricken required 
hospitalization and officials said 
the outbreak is “definitely on 
the wane.”

Medicaid Program Looms 
As Major Congress Fight 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
medicaid 
program of health 
care for the poor—its costs soar­ 
ing—may provide one of the 
major battles in the next con­ 
gress and an early test of Nixon 
campaign pledges to hold down 
federal spending. 
Chairman Russell B. Long, 
D-La., of the Senate Finance 
Committee which has jurisdic­ 
tion over medicaid, has pledged 
that “bringing the cost of this 
fantastic program into bounds” 
will be one of his ma jor 1969 ob­ 
jectives. 
John J. Williams, of Dela­ 
ware, senior Republican on the 
panel supports him. 
“This is a program now cost­ 
ing us about IO times the origi­ 
nal estimate, he says. 
But Republican Jacob K. dav­ 
its of New York, whose state 
has the biggest single medicaid 
program, promises a fight to 
keep present federal aid formu­ 
las. 
The government's share of tee 
three-year-old program now is 
estimated for the current fiscal 
year at $2.6 billion, $1 billion 
more than forecast a year ago. 
President-elect Richard 
M. 
Nixon, during his campaign, 
criticized many welfare pro­ 
grams enacted under Democrats 
in tee past few years and made 
limits an federal spending a ma­ 
jor campaign pledge. 
He’s had little to say on medi­ 
caid itself. But he has indicated

LISBON — Concern of tee 
dairy industry im 1969 will re­ 
volve around milk production 
responses to improved prices, 
substiutes, imports, h i g h e r 
product ion costs and lower con­ 
sumption per person, accord­ 
ing to John Parker of Canfield, 
area extension agent for dairy­ 
ing- 
Total milk production in the 
United States this year is ex­ 
pected to be about 117.5 billion 
pounds, down 1.7 billion from 
1967. The total production in 
1989 may increase slightly be­ 
cause of strong milk prices and 
relatively low feed prices, Park­ 
er said. 
Ohio’s 1968 output will be 
about 4.5 billion pounds c o m- 
pared with 4.7 billion in 1967. 
Parker said the state outlook for 
next year is more decline, par­ 
ticularly away from manufac­ 
turing grade milk which is now 
about 13 per cent of Ohio’s pro­ 
duction. 
He makes more predictions 
for next year. 
Prices will remain s t r o n g 
through the spring. Bargaining 
strength of milk marketing fed­ 
erations will continue to hold 
Class I prices at high levels. 
Feed prices will be relative­ 
ly low. Other costs will increase. 
Substitute products will be of 
increasing concern. 
Dairying will continue as the 
number one source of farm in­ 
come in Ohio by equalling the 
$246 million grossed last year. 
Net incomes will remain good 
for the efficient dairyman who 
watches his costs.

to a physician who used a scalpel and handed me the object 
of my attention. After 25 vears I still have the marking 
where the bullet entered, plus a “charm” which fascinate# 
children and amusee adults.

A SPORTSMAN nev er forgets for one second where the 
muzzle of his gun is p ointed, and tlie muzzle is nev er aimed 
at any thing the hunter wouidn’t want to shoot. 
The muzzle must be free from obstructions at all times- 
something to bp remembered when a hunter encounters snow 
or mud. 
Rifle scop es can become fogged in the rain or snow, and 
need constant attention during inclement weather. 
One of the most dangerous hunters Is the one who fails 
to keep his safe “« i” at all times ex cep t while firing at a 
legal target. Just as dangercns Is the hunter who scans his 
surroundings through a rifle scop e. Use binoculars — that’s 
why they are manufactured. 
Ev ery y ear p ersons are injured or killed while cleaning 
guns. This should nev er hap p en. Alway s, the first step to 


take after p icking up a firearm to clean it is to op en Uie ae- 
tior. and remov e any ammunition that may be in the cham­ 
ber or magazine If this would be done, all such accidents 
would be eliminated. 
Nunwrous accidents occur when hunters load or unload 
their guns in the p resence of others. Inv ariably , the muzzle 
is p ointed at someone. 
There are those, too, who p ersist in leaning a loaded gun 
against tr^.s, cars, buildings, etc. Ev ery y ear, .some of them 
later wonder why the gun “went off” when it fell. 


ACCIDENTS inv olv ing ricochetting bullets are not a a 
common as generally susp ectwi. But they do occur, esp e­ 
cially during big game seasoas when long-range giaia are 
used. A hunter should alway s be certain that it is safe to 
fire into the background in case the buliet misses the target. 
Finally , be absolutely certain of the target iteelf. Ev ery 
y ear some hunter fires at a white handkerchief that he 
thought was the white tail of a deer, or at a p iece of brown 
or khaki-colored clothing that resembles the hide 
a deer. 
TTie wearing of black trousers or coat or a black fur hat dur­ 
ing bear season is p ractically an inv itation to a funeral.

One of the most dangerous hunters is the one who fails 
to keep his safe “on” at all times except while firing at a 
legal target. Just as dangerous Is the hunter who scans his 
surroundings through a rifle scope. Use binoculars — that s 
why they are manufactured. 
Every year persons are injured or killed while cleaning 
guns. This should never happen. Always, the first step to 


take after picking up a firearm to clean it is to open the ac­ 
tion and remove any ammunition that m ay be in the cham ­ 
ber or magazine. If this would be done, all such accidents 
would be eliminated. 
Numerous accidents occur when hunters load or unload 
their guns in the presence of others. Invariably, the muzzle 
is pointed at someone. 
There are those, too, who persist in leaning a loaded gun 
against trees, cars, buildings, etc. Every year, some of them 
later wonder why the gun “ went off” when it fell. 


ACCIDENTS involving ricochetting bullets are not aa 
common as generally suspected. But they do occur, espe­ 
cially during big game seasons when long-range guns are 
used. A hunter should always be certain that it is safe to 
fire into the background in case the bullet misses the target. 
Finally, be absolutely certain of the target itself. Every 
year some hunter fires at a white handkerchief that he 
thought was the white tail of a deer, or at a piece of brown 
or khaki-colored clothing that resem bles the hide of a deer. 
The wearing of black trousers or coat or a black fur hat dur­ 
ing bear season is practically an invitation to a funeral. 


WORK SET ON LAKES. The state has announced plans 
for repair work on Guilford Lake and Zepperick Lake, both 
west of Lisbon 
Zeppernick is being drained. When the water is tow 
enough, the fish will be removed and work will start on vegi- 
tation control and repairs m ade to a control valve. 
A complete restocking plan is in the making for Zepper­ 
nick. In the past, fishermen have taken some nice base from 
Zeppernick, but fishing should im prove under the new pro­ 
gram . Heavy growths of weeds has im paired fishing from 
the shoreline. 
Form al bids for the repair work on the dam at Guilford 
will be accepted by the state on or after Dec. 30. Work will 
include the rebuilding of the em bankm ent at the dam and 
a new concrete erosion control project on the upstream face 
of the dam 
The w ater level already has been lowered, but the con­ 
tractor will have to lower the level an additional 14 feet to 
m ake the necessary repairs. 
The entire construction program at Guilford should be 
completed by mid-July. Based on average rainfall, the water 
level at the lake is expected to be high enough to permit 
boating, fishing and swimming next sum mer.

C.O.D. package may ask only 
a few dollars for the delivery’. 
But, tally up 30 or more of 
these deliveries a day and you 
have a nice “ green” Christ­ 
mas for someone—but not you. 


Tile unordered merchandise 
gam e is just one type of door- 
to-door swindle. Another com­ 


mon type is where a “deliv­ 
erym an” asks you to accept 
a C O D. package “ for your 
neighbor. Mirs. 
.Smith, 
who 
isn't home — and this stuff 
w o n t k e ep ” You pay t h e 
C O D 
fee only to find that 
the item — and the box m ay 
contain a few rocks or a hand­ 
ful of rags. 


ALTHOUGH you may sound 
hard - hearted, it is best to 
refuse a C O D . package un­ 
less you have been notified 
by the neighbor — or your 
husband or wife — to expect 
it. Swindlers can be very con­ 
vincing to thew act to get you 
to accept the C O D. package. 
If you do accept a C O D. 
package that arrives unan­ 
nounced. get the license num­ 
ber of the delivery vehicle and 
jot down a description of the 
delivery man. If the package 
turns out to be a gyp, notify 
the police at once. 
Some people say they would 
“ feel embarrassed” if w o r d 
got around they were the vic­ 
tim of a swindler. However, 
by keeping silent on the m at­ 
ter they are only encourag­ 
ing the swindler to continue 
his scheme.

A N SW ER : Squirrels belong to the large order of rodents, 
or gnawing anim als, which have four large front teeth 
called incisors. These incisors are kept very sharp because 
thev overlap and rub against each other. W ith such teeth, 
squirrels can cat hard foods like nuts, and beavers can cut 
down trees. The squirrels form a family within this order 
of rodents, a family with the l atin name of Sciuridae. It is 
surprising to find the large heavy woodchuck classified in 
the squirrel family, for the big sluggish woodchuck seems 
very different from the lively bustling squirrels we arc all 
so familiar with. The squirrel family is divided into ground 
dwellers and tree dwellers. Ground dwellers (left) include 
woodchucks, prairie dogs, ground, m antle and antelope 
squirrels; while the tree dwellers (right) include the gray 
squirrel, chipm unk, fox squirrel and flying squirrel which 
we illustrate.
